London, Oct. 17.—The important city of Lille has 
been captured by the British. Lille was the largest city 
of France held by the Germans. In peace times it contain­ 
ed 200,000 inhabitants and an important manufacturing 
I center. 


Allied presure on all sides of the salient of which | 
Lille, known also as Lisle, was the centeiy'has forced the 
Germans to give up that largest city of France taken and 
held by them for four years, Lille was one of the most im­ 
portant units of the enemy defense system. Lille’s Tall 
comes almost simultaneously with the launching of an of­ 
fensive by Field Marshal Haig against the new German 
defenses south of Valenciennes. His troops today are 
storming forward south of Le Chateau across the Selle 
river, where they were halted late last week. 
South of Laon the Germans are retiring between the 
Cise and Serrer rivers. Since the week’s beginning there 
has been little fighting in the area southeast of Courtrai, 
where the British and Americans made rapid progress 
last week after Cambrai’s capture. 
South of Gobain forest the French maintain their 
contact with the enemy on the Oise-Serre front. On a 
front of more than thirty miles in Flanders, British, 
French and Belgians continue to push forward vigorous­ 
ly and Coutrai and Thorout, important railway junctions 
have fallen.

London, Oct. 17.—British forces entered Courtrai 
during yesterday’s fighting according to a statement is­ 
sued at the war office today. Over twenty villages were 
taken by allied forces in Belgium during the day. 
British Launch New Aattack. 
London, Oct. 17.—Field Marshal Haig’s forces this 
morning began an attack on the Bohain-Le-Cateau front 
along the Selle river, southeast of Cambrai.

KEAVY DRAFT CAUS 


Washington, Oct. 17.—Draft calls 
for men who have passed their thir­ 
ty-seventh birthday are expected to 
begin about March I. Plans for bring­ 
ing the older class of new registrants 
into camp have not been completed, 
but the approximate date of the first 
call was disclosed today by publica­ 
tion of testimony of Provost Marshal 
General Crowder before 
the 
house 
military committee. 
In all, General Crowder told 
the 
committee that 2,399,000 newly reg­ 
istered men between 18 and 45 will 
be called before July I, and of that 
number more than two million will 
be physically fit for 
fighting 
men. 
The calls for general service will be 
divided as follows: 
October, 345,000; November, 204,- 
000; December, 
197,000; 
January, 
147,500; February, 244,000; March, 
April, May and June, 344,000 each 
month. These men will supply both 
the army and the navy and marine 
corps. 
In addition, 20,000 men for limited 
service will be called each month. 
General Crowder said the work of 
classifying new registrants should be 
completed by January I.

CB7 tho Swortafd Pratt) 
Houston, Tex., Oct. 17.—The way 
the army officers of Camp 
Logan 
here are fighting to eradicate Spanish 
influenza and other contagious dis­ 
eases leaves little more chance for a 
disease germ in camp than for an 1 
enemy alien. 
In the various units of the camp 
six men are quartered in each tent. 
If one man is found to have a com­ 
municable disease, he is sent at once 
to the base hospital and carfully iso­ 
lated. 
The other five are sent to 
quarantine camp, taking with them 
all their bedding and clothing, which 
is carefully fumigated. 
The quarantine camp has quarters 
arranged as in the company’s street 
in the regiment. There is a section 
for each of the several contagious 
diseases that might develop, a separ­ 
ate mess hall for each section, and 
separate bath houses. 
The entire 
quarantine camp is surrounded by a 
high wire fence and there is a separ­ 
ate fence about each section, with 
five feet of intervening space, there­ 
by preventing men in the influenza 
camp coming into contact with the 
measles or mumps or whatever might 
occupy the adjoining section. 
Men sent to the quarantine section 
are known as "contacts” 
and 
are 
confined under observation for the 
period of the development of the 
suspected disease. 
If no symptoms 
appear, they are sent back to their 
respective quarters. 
If the disease 
appears in the quarantine, the vic­ 
tim is isolated in the base hospitals 
and his tent mates assigned different 
tents and again placed under care­ 
ful observation. 
While in the quarantine, the men 
do not eat in the same mess hall, 
but take their mess kits to have 
them filled and return to their own 
tents to eat. 
A somewhat similar course follows 
the arrival of each new contingent at 
camp. All the men are examined care­ 
fully for communicable diseases be­ 
fore leaving their train. 
Recently this examination 
of 
a 
train load of selective service men 
showed several to be affected with 
Spanish influenza and one with small 
pox. They were taken to the isola­ 
tion hospital and the other men sent 
to a near quarantine camp. As a re­ 
sult what might have been an epi­ 
demic was nipped in the bud.

claim to influenza as a “Spanish’* dis­ 
ease. If the people of this country dp 
not take care the epidemic will be-1 
come so widespread throughout the 
United States that soon we shall hear 
the disease called “American” Influ­ 
enza. 
In response to a request for definite 
Information concerning Spanish influ­ 
enza, Surgeon General Rupert Blue of 
the U. S. Public Health Service has 
authorized the following official inter­ 
view : 
What Is Spanish Influenza? 
Is It 
something new? 
Does it some from

“The disease now occurring In this 
country and called ‘Spanish Influen­ 
za' resembles a very contagious kind 
of ‘cold’ accompanied by fever, pains 
Coughs and Sneezes 
Spread Diseases

crease above the normal. It is pont­ 
iff that the laboratory investigations

and the United 
States Hygienic Laboratory will fur­ 
nish a more certain way in which Indi­ 
vidual cases of this disease can be 
recognized.” 


What Is the course of the disease? 
Do people die of it? 
“Ordinarily, the fever lasts from 
three to four days and the patient re- j 
covers. 
But while the proportion of ! 
deaths In the present epidemic has ! 
generally been low, in some places the I 
outbreak has been severe and deaths I 
have been numerous. When death oc- I 
curs It Is usually the result of a com­ 
plication.” 


What causes Ute disease and how Ie 
it spread? 
“Bacteriologists who have studied In­ 
fluenza epidemics in the past have 
found in many of the cases a very 
Small rod-shaped germ called, after its 
discoverer, Pfeiffer’s bacillus. In other 
cases * f apparently the same kind of 
disease there were found pneumococci, 
the germs of lobar pneumonia. 
Still 
others have been caused .by strepto-: 
coccic and by others germs with long 
names. 
-

“No matter what particular kind of 
germ causes the epidemic, It is now 
believed 
that 
Influenza 
is always! 
spread from person to person, the 
germs being carried with the air along 
with the very small droplets of mucus, 
expelled by coughing of sneezing, 
forceful talking, and the like by one 
who already has the germs of the dis­ 
ease. They may also he carried about. 
in the air in the form of dust coming 
from dried mucus, from coughing and 
sneezing, or from careless people who, 
spit on the floor and on the sidewalk. 
As in most other catching diseases, a 
person who has only a mild attack of 
the disease himself may give a very 
severe attack to others.”

How can “Spanish Influenza” be rec­ 
ognized? 
“There Is as yet no certain way In 
which a single case of ‘Spanish influ­ 
enza’ can be recognized. On the oth­ 
er hand, recognition is easy where 
there hi a group of cases. In contrast, 
to the outbreaks of ordinary coughs, 
and colds, which usually occur in the 
cold months, epidemics of influenza! 
may occur at any season of the year. 
Thus the present epidemic raged most' 
Intensely in Europe in May, June and 
July. 
Moreover, In the case of ordi­ 
nary colds, the general symptoms 
(fever, pain, depression) are by no 
means as severe or as sudden in their 
onset as they are in Influenza. Final­ 
ly, ordinary colds do jiot spread 
through the community so rapidly or 
so extensively as does influenza. 
•’“In most cases a person taken sick 
with influenza feels sick rather sud­ 
denly. He feels weak, has pains In the 
ejcs, ears, head or back, and may be 
sore all over. 
Many patients feel 
dizzy, some vomit 
Most of the pa­ 
tients complain of feeling chilly, and 
with this cornea a fever in which the 
temperature rises to IOO to lo t 
In 
most cases the pulse remains relative­ 
ly slow. 
“In appearance one Is struck by the 
fact that the patient looks sick. His 
eyes and the Inner side of bls eyelids 
may be slightly 'bloodshot,' or ‘con­ 
gested,’ as the doctors say. 
There 
may be running from the nose,, or 
there may he some cough. These signs 
of a cold may not be marked; never- 
toeless the patient looks and feels very 


“It Is very important that every per­ 
son who becomes sick with influenza 
should go home at once and go to bed. 
This will help keep away dangerous 
complications and will, at the same 
time, keep the patient from scattering 
the disease far and wide. It is highly 
desirable that no one be allowed to 
sleep in the same room with the pa­ 
tient. 
In fact, no one but the nurse 
should be allowed in the room. 
“If there is cough and sputum or 
running of the eyes and nose, care 
should be taken that all such dis­ 
charges are collected on bits of gauze 
or rag or paper napkins and burned. 
Cf the patient complains of fever and 
headache, he should be given water to 
drink, a cold compress to the forehead 
and a light sponge. Only such medi­ 
cine should be given as is prescribed 
by the doctor. It is foolish to ask the 
druggist to prescribe and may be dan­ 
gerous to take the so-called ‘safe, sure 
and harmless* remedies advertised by 
patent medicine manufacturers. 
“If the patient is so situated that he 
can be attended only by some one who 
must also look after others in the fam­ 
ily, It Is advisable that such attendant 
wear a wrapper, apron or gown over 
the ordinary house clothes while in the 
sick room and slip this off when leav­ 
ing to look after a p o th e m 
“Nurses and attendants will do well 
to guard against breathing In danger­ 
ous discase germs by wearing a simple 
fold of gauze or mask while near the 
patient" 
Will a person who has had Influenza 
before catch the disease again? 
“It Is well known that an attack of 
measles or scarlet fever or smallpox 
usually protects a person against an­ 
other attack of the same disease. This 
appears not to be true of ‘Spanish in­ 
fluenza.’ 
According to newspaper re­ 
ports the King of Spain suffered an 
attack of influenza during the epi­ 
demic thirty years ago, and was again 
stricken during the recent outbreak in 
Spain.”

How can one guard against Influ­ 
enza? 


•irk. 
In addition to the appearance and 
the symptoms as already described, 
examination of the patient’s blood may 
aid the physician in recognizing 'Span­ 
ish influenza,’ for It has been found 


“In guarding against disease of all 
kinds, it is important that the boily be 
kept strong and able to fight off dis­ 
ease germs. This can be done by hav­ 
ing a proper proportion of work, play 
and rest, by keeping the body well 
clothed, and by eating sufficient whole­ 
some and properly selected food. 
In 
connection with diet, it is well to re­ 
member that milk Is one of the best 
all-around foods obtainable for adults 
as well as children. So far as a dis­ 
ease like influenza is concerned, health 
authorities everywhere recognize the. 
very close relation between its spread 
and overcrowded homes. While it is 
not always possible, especially In 
times like the present, to avoid such 
overcrowding, people should consider 
the health danger and make every 
effort to reduce the home overcrowd­ 
ing to a minimum. The value of fresh 
air through open windows cannot be 
over emphasized. 
“When crowding Is unavoidable, as 
in street cars, care should be taken to 
keep the face so turned as not to In­ 
hale directly the air breathed out by 
another person. 
“It is especially important to be-( 
ware of the person who coughs or 
sneezes without covering his mouth 
and nose. 
It also follows that one 
should keep out of crowds and stuffy 
places as much as possible, keep 
homes, offices aud workshops well 
sired, spend some time out of doors 
each day, walk to work if at ell prac­ 
ticable-—In short, make every possible 
effort to breathe as much pure sir as 
possible. 
“In all health matters follow the ad­ 
vice of your doctor and obey the regu­ 
lations of your local and state health 
officers.” 
“Cover up each cough and sneeze, 
lf you don’t you’ll spread disease."
